W HEREAS it is expedient to make Provision for the better Preamble. 
Collection and Application of Pines, Penalties, Issues, 
Amerciaments, and forfeited Recognizances in Ireland: 

Be it therefore declared and enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
5 Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, That,— 

I. From and after the First Dap of October One thousand eight Thnewhen 
hundred and, fifty-one the Collection and Application of all such ^Affect.
